2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the advertisement to be 
issued bv the Commission. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Staff Selection 
Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix to these 
Rules. The dates on which and the places at which the exami¬ 
nation will be held shall be fixed by the Commission, 

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary Group 
‘D’ employee who satisfies the following conditions shall be 
eligible to appear at the examinations 

I. Length of Service :—He should hove rendered on 1st 
August, 1986, not leas than 5 years of approved and conti¬ 
nuous service as a Group ‘D’ employee or in any higher 
Grade in Ministries/Offices participating in (i) the Central 
Secretariat Clerical Service, or (ii) Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters and/or Inter-Services Organisations or (iii) in the 
Ministry of External Affairs or its Missions abroad or (iv) 
posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Department of Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs. 

NOTE : (1) The limit of 5 years of approved and continu¬ 
ous service will also apply if the total reckonable service of 
the candidate is partly as a Group ‘D’ employee in anv 
Ministry or Office participating in he Central Secretariat Cleri¬ 
cal Service or in the Offices participating in the Ai med Forces 
Headquarters Clerical Service and partly elsewhere in equiva¬ 
lent or higher grade or ns Group ‘O’ employee in the Ministry 
of External Affairs and its Missions abroad or In posts of 
LDC in the Department of Parliumentary Affairs. 

NOTE ; (2) Group ‘D’ employees who arc on deputation to 
ex-cadre posts with the approval of the competent authority 
will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible. A Group ‘D’ employee who has been appointed to 
an ex-cadre post or to another service on transfer and conti- 
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sues to have fa lien on a Group ‘D’ posts for the time being 
will also be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if other- 
2nd August 1936. 

IT. AGE :He should not be more than 50 years of age on 
1st August 1986 i.e. he must not have been bom earlier than 
Ind August 1936. 

The age limit prescribed above will be relaxable upto a 
maximum of 5 years if a candidate belongs to a Schedule 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRES¬ 
CRIBED CAN IN, NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

III. Educational Qualification 

Candidates must have passed the Matriculation Examina¬ 
tion of any University incorporated by an Act of the Central 
or State Legislature in India or an examination held by a 
State Education Board at the end of the Secondary School, 
High School or any other certificate which is accepted by the 
Government of that State/Govt, of India as equivalent to 
matriculation certificate for entry into service. 

NOTE : (1) A candidate who has appeared at an examina¬ 
tion, the passing of which would render him educationally 
qualified for the Commission's examination but has not been 
informed of the result las also the candidate who intends to 
appear at such a qualifying examination wi'l not be eligible 
for admission to the Commission’s examination. 

NOTE : (2) In exceptional cases, the Centred Government 
may treat a candidate, who has not tanv of the qualifications 
prescribed in this rule, as educationally qualified provided 
that he possess qualifications, the standard of which in the 
opinion or Government justifies his admission to the Examina¬ 
tion. 

5. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 

otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. f'.vv. ■ ■ 

6. No candidate will.be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Commis¬ 
sion to be guilty of :— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 

th'.' or "V. 

(ii) impersonating, cr 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or doenments which 
have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false or 
supressing material information or 

(vi) resorting to anT ether irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examina¬ 
tion. 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

{viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(jx) attempting to commit or, as the case may be abet¬ 
ting the Commission of all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses, may in addi'ion to 
rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution, be 
liable :— 

(p.) to be disqualified bv the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or 

, (b) to be debarred either permanently or for a 
specified period; 

li) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them; and 

(ii) by he Central Government from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(iii) by the Central Government from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(c) disciplinary action under appropriate rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to ob‘ain support 
for his candidature bv any means may disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 
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9. After the examination, the Commission will recommend 
separably to each cadre Authority concerned participating 
in the examination the names of candidates, who have attain¬ 
ed the qualnying standard, which will be determined at the 
discretion of the Commission. The Cadre Authorities will 
take steps to appoint them against vacancies decided to be 
filled in accordance with the rules /regulations framed by them 
in this regard. 

10. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his dudes as an officer of the service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed. Only such candi¬ 
dates as are HjHv to be considered for appointment will be 
madically examined. 

NOTE : In the case of the disabled ex-Defence Service 
Personnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisa¬ 
tion Medical Board of the Defence Services will be con¬ 
sidered adequate for the purpose of an appointment. 

11. All appointments on the results of this examination shall 
be subject to the condition that unless & candidate has already 
passed one of the periodical typewriting tests in English or 
Hindi held by the Secretariat Training School of the Institute 
of Secretariat Training and Management or Subordinate Ser¬ 
vices Commission or Staff Selection Commission, he shall pass 
such a test at a minimum speed of 30 words in English cr 25 
words in Hindi tier minute to be held by the authority desig¬ 
nated bv the Government for the rurpose within a period of 
one year from the date , of appointment, failing which no 
annual increment (s) shall be allowed to him until he has 
passed the said test. 

If any candidate does not pass the said typewriting test 
within the period of probation, he is liable to be reverted to 
his sub«ta'n‘ive apnointment or temporary post held by him 
before his appointment to Lower Division Grade. 

NOTE : A candidate annotated on the results of the exami¬ 
nation who has already passed the typewriting test as pres¬ 
cribed above or who passes it within a period of 6 months 
from the date of his apnointment will be granted the first in¬ 
crement after 6 monthe instead of one year’s service. This 
will, however, be absorbed in the subsequent regular incre¬ 
ment. 

12. A candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it resigns his appointment 
as a Group ‘D’ cnmlovee or otherwise quits the service or 
severs his connection with it or whose services are terminated 
by his Department or who is aopointed to an ex-cadre post or 
to another service on ‘transfer’ and does not have a lien on 
a Group ‘D’ post will not be eligible for appointment en the 
results of this Examination. 

This, however, does not apnlv to a Group ‘D’ employee who 
has been aonom'ed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with 
the approval of the competent authority.
